This serves as notice of the divisions’ decisions on Aquatic Resource Alteration Permit or 
§401 Water Quality Certification applications previously posted for public comment. 
Publication of this notice serves as commencement of the thirty-day period for appeal by 
third parties pursuant to TCA 69-3-105(i).  

NRS05.403  Overton Mountain Development Partnership. proposed to impound a 
 segment of Chestnut Hollow branch and an unnamed tributary to create a
 15-acre lake, Warren County. Previously denied, appealed 2/16/07, now
 ISSUED based on additional mitigation. 

NRS06.104 Autumn Partners, LLC proposed to fill a small pond and construct road 
and utility crossings to facilitate a residential development, tributary to 
Little Creek, Nashville, Davidson County. ISSUED  

NRS06.400 TDOT proposed to replace the existing bridge over Sycamore Creek and 
relocate a 196-feet long section of Sycamore Creek in Cannon County.  
ISSUED 

 
NRS06.415 Tim George proposed to stabilize a total of 1,000 feet of Buffalo Creek 

with rock riprap and vegetative measures. Anderson County.  ISSUED 

NRS07.031 Greater Kingsport Family YMCA proposed to place fill in 3.04 acres of 
wetland for the construction of their facility; Kingsport, Sullivan County. 
ISSUED 

NRS07.076 Ritzen Properties GP proposed a commercial development and entrance 
  road that will require the relocation of 225 of existing stream and fill of 
  0.56 acres of wetlands, tributary to McCutcheon Creek, Spring Hill, 
  Williamson County. ISSUED 

NRS07.081 Fountain Brooke Subdivision Phase 1, Section 1 Gravity sewer crossing 
of watercourse 1, relocation of 90ft of watercourse 2, road crossings and 
pedestrian bridge over watercourse 2, storm water detention in wet 
weather conveyance portion of watercourse 4, storm water outfall into 
watercourse 4. Sumner County ISSUED 

NRS07.155 Ward Haines impoundment of ~200 feet of an intermittent unnamed 
tributary to Barren Fork Creek for both driveway access and agricultural 
pond.  ISSUED  

NRS07.190 TDOT replacement of the Shannon Creek Road bridge involving a 
relocation of 140’ of an unnamed tributary to Shannon Creek. ISSUED 

NRS07.192 TVA expansion of the fly ash storage field at the Bull Run Fossil Plant 
involving the culverting of 1070’ of an unnamed tributary to Worthington 
Branch (mitigated through TSMP). ISSUED
